Candidates Are 
Leading 
Chided 
For 'Undistinguished' Speeches 


NEW YORK (AP) — Both 
President Lyndon Johnson and 
Sen. 
Barry 
Coldwater 
have 
been chided for their “undis­ 
tinguished” campaign speeches. 
James 
R e s t o n , long-time 
Washington correspondent for 
the New York Times and win­ 
ner of two Pulitzer Prizes, says 
the 
two 
leading 
candidates 
“have told us what a terrible 
world this would be if the oth­ 
er fellow was elected; It would 
be helpful if they would define 
what they would do if they 
won.” 
Reston continues: 
Nineteen sixty-five is not like­ 
ly to be a period of dramatic 
new initiatives in world politics. 
Some influential men here even 
go so far as to say that the 
United States 
should 
concen­ 
trate on its serious educational, 
agricultural and racial problems 
at home and worry less about 
foreign affairs. 
There are, however, several 
serious problems overseas, in­ 
cluding the possibility of a wid­ 
er and more serious war in 
Viet Nam, which may even 
overwhelm our domestic con­ 
cerns if they are allowed to 
drift as they have been drifting 
during the campaign. 
How do Johnson and Cold­ 
water propose to achieve the 
Allied unity they both 
want? 
The Western alliance is being 
steadily weakened by a kind of 
nationalistic counter-revolution 
For a time, the free nations 
were making progress toward 
common or at least cooperative 
policies in the fields of defense, 
finance, trade and agriculture. 
This movement toward inter­ 
dependence, 
toward 
common 
discussion of common problems 
seeking common policies, was 
broken by many things, includ­ 
ing DeGaulle’s political and de­ 
mise policies, and the other Al­ 
lies, preoccupied with domestic 
politics, have never regained it. 
The Allies, accordingly, a r e 
drifting away from common 
action to separate national act­ 
ion. They are working at cross 
purposes in Viet Nam. T h e i r 
efforts to deal separately with 
their n a t i o n a l agricultural 
proWem even worse. The need 
for more cooperation in the 
fields of trade and finance was 
never greater than now, but the 
progress in these fields is not 
keeping pace with the problems. 
All this is not only fragment­ 
ing the alliance, but hampering 
the development of the new na­ 
tions, and the judgment of ob­ 
jective men here is that this 
drift toward “separateness,” if 
continued for many months, 
will lead inevitably toward a 
kind of isolation and also to­ 
ward weakness in dealing with 
the Communist worlds. 
It is in this larger sense of 
the whole alliance that the prob­ 
lem of Viet Nam is so impor­ 
tant. How do the candidates pro­ 
pose to avoid a major war in 
Southeast Asia? Both of them 
have touched this increasingly 
ominous question but neither of 
them has really tackled it. Hie 
record on both sides is full of 
dangerous ambiguities. 
The present policy justifies 
little hope of succeeding there. 
Coldwater is right about that. 
But is it really true that the sit­ 
uation would be made better by 
putting American forces into the 
battle and expanding the war 
to North Viet Nam? 
Johnson and Gold water are 
now following the domino theo­ 


ry about Viet Nam—if it falls 
all Southeast Asia will go to the 
Communists. A free and peace­ 
ful Viet Nam, we are told, is 
“vital” to the security of the 
U.S. If this true, then obviously 
the risks of escalation will have 
to be faced. 
But is this true? And if it is, 
can raising the stakes in the 
war be “controlled,” as the 
Pentagon is so fond of saying? 
It would also be interesting to 
know whether Johnson and Cold­ 
water propose to go to getting 
the United States involved in 
every tribal conflict in Africa 
and Asia. Part of our difficulty 
now in Viet Nam is that we in­ 
creased our commitments there 
without agreeing within t h e 
government about our objectiv­ 
es in that conflict. Yet we may 
be on the point of making the 
same imprecise mistake im the 
Congo. 
All the indications now are 
that the new nations of Africa 
are going to be more unstable 
internally and more quarrel­ 
some with their neighbors in the 
next four years than they have 


been in the last year. Yet the 
campaign is casting very little 
light on how the two candidates 
propose to approach these prob­ 
lems, or even what they are go­ 
ing to do about the unequal load 
now being carried by the United 
States on behalf of the Western 
alliance in the underdeveloped 
world. 
It is startling to compare the 
quality of the speeches deliver­ 
ed in this campaign even with 
the speeches of the Kennedy-

Miley slept on June 15 but was 
awakened late in the afternoon 
and worked with Palmer and a 
deck hand until after midnight.

The Warren Commission, in 
making its report on the Ken­ 
nedy assassination, kept itself 
commendably clear of sociolo­ 
gical speculation. Nevertheless, 
the report poses an acute socio- 
p o l i t i c a l question for t h e 
country that can nardly be set­ 
tled to anyone’s satisfaction in 
the current climate of opinion. 
What the report suggests is 
that security measures relating 
to the safety of a U. S. Presi­ 
dent must be tightened. If this 
means anything concrete, it is 
that agents of foreign powers 
which are involved in conspir­ 
acies or crusades of any kind 
must be watched as they have 
never 
been 
watched 
before. 
This also goes for the fellow- 
travelers of conspiracies or cru­ 
sades, a group which contains 
its large quota of former defec­ 
tors and spiritually alienated 
characters who retain grudges 
against this country, or against 
capitalism, or the “system.” 
The drift of current opinion, 
however, is all against keeping 
a close watch on unassimilated 
“ex-es” 
and disgruntled sub­ 
scribers to anti-capitalist here­ 
sies from Khrushchev, Mao or 
Castro. The big idea now is to 
“get along” with Moscow, to re 
strain the anti-Castro Cubans, 
and to keep our involvement 
with the threat of Red China 
from becoming intensified. Nat­ 
urally this has its r e f l e x in 
our attitude toward those who 
insist there is a Red “menace” 
inside the U. S. “Red baiters” 
and “super-patriots” are becom­ 
ing increasingly unpopular, for

Out of all this naturally came 
a question:

The court was not asked to rule 
on the constitutionality of the 
whole act but on the sorest point 
in it:

The fact that the two houses 
had enough members willing to 
approve these measures, differ, 
ent as they were, could be taken 
as a warning light by the jus­ 
tices to go slow. 
But the justices have a better 
perspective on the history of the 
court, and its trial and tribula­ 
tions; down through the years 
than most politicians and most 
citizens.
